Is there a man In this room, a fath- 


er, who Old not know il possitly a 
son was coming to his home, that 
with that possible son can come every 
kind of sin and guilt, as well as 
love, and joy, und satisfaction, honor 
and success. Of course, he did. Is 
there a father in this room who 
would deny the right of that son to 
come and share his life with hlmV 
Not to share this life only but the 
purpose of the great eternal Fattier. 
We would give to every man and to 
every woman freedom. This country 
IHHIS'IS of its freedom, but it is almost 
lost today. I find liberty only in 
semblance In form iu the bay of New 
York, in the statue of liberty. You 
and I have seen men and women de- 
prived of their rights, homes and 
souls. I do not mean by that U* in 
any sense destioy wealth, but every 
nuin should have the right to fulfill 
the purpose in life as God has origi- 
nally planned, instead of the employ- 
er, the capitalist, and wluv not.

Sometimes we forget that God is the 
overseer, the watcher, discerning ev- 
erything we do, has Intense Inter *t in 
every bit of acting performed liy us. 


I remember a story told about the 
Bishop of London. A good woman 
who sought tlie Bishop's favor said 
"Mr. Bishop, ray aunt was about to 
take a certain train tbe other day and 
she changed her mind somehow or 
other, and took another train. Later 
the train which she bad Intauded 
taking was wrecked.

Saving the Little Ones. 


For the last ten years the practice! 


r/wnedy for diphtheria has been nvail 
able for the children of prosperous 
houueholds. but It has not b-cn aval! 
able for the poor. Since Von Behring's 
Immortal discovery that the tilood 
serum of a horse which his recovered 
from diphtheria possessed wonderful 
curative properties, and when Intro- 
duced Into the human organism, would 
usually destroy the disease, this for- 
mer scourge of childhood has lost 
nearly all Its terrors. In the old dc;.s 
diphtheria destroyed nearly one half 
at all tho children It assailed. U would 
do lh<> same today among th* poor In 
Pennsylvania were U not for the anti- 
toxin which the state provides Iree. 


That large nui.ibers of unprotected 


children 
have illed most shocklni 


deaths In the past for the sole reasoi 
that their parent* were top poor to 
afford, them anti-toxin. Is a melancholy 
reflection, but tliese things will not 
happen In the future. In every corner 
of Pennsylvania, usually at well known 
drug stores, there are now stations for 
the free distribution of antl-toxli 
numbering 650. Whenever any poor 
man s child falls. Ill with diphtheria, 
hli f hyslclan. by making out a proper 
application, can secure free all th* 
anti-toxin he needs to effect a cure. 


Since October. 1905. the Health De- 


partment has In this way distributed 
4*448 packages of anti-toxin. It has 
treated 19.928 sick people, mostly chll 
dren. who. but for the state's Inter 
vc-iilon. would hnve been neglected. la 
the old days about 10.000 of these chit 
dren would have (fled; as a matter of 
fad. only 1725 died. Nearly all those 
who died were children who did not 
receive the anti-toxin until the late 
stages of the disease. 
The detailed 


statistic* ot the department show ths 
tho earlier the sick child receives the 
antitoxin, the greater hi* chances o 
recovery. These facts should empha 
size the pressing need. In all cases 
not only of anti-toxin treatment, bu 
of this treatment at the earliest pos 
slble time. The department has alsc 
thoroughly tested the powers of antl 
toxin a* an Immunising agent. Dlph 
thi-rl* a* every one knows. Is one o 
the most virulently contagion* dls 
ease*. It travels like lightning fron- 
the *lck to the well. In the crowded 
homo of the poor, many of them Idea 
culture tube* fur the growth of the 
microbes. Its virulence 1* especial!' 
marked. 
Th* department In thrw 


In Its attitude towards the greit 


problem of tuberculosis, the state KOV- 
eminent also shows this keen sen=e 
of responsibility for the safety of the 
people. The department of health re- 
gai dp all the tuberculosis poor as In a 
large sense the wards of the state. Its 
efforts. In the flrst plc.ce. are to pro- 
vent them from faUing victims to this 
Insidious disease, and In the seronrt, 
to assist materially In curing those 
who have become Infected.
